Capt. Anthony Savege of Gloucester County. Captain Savage 
was a Justice in 1660 and had a considerable landed estate 
on the Pee teiog is River. His second wife was Jane, the 
widow of John Harvey of Stafford, by whom he ha@ no issue. 
His children, among whom was Sareh, Emu Dec. 17, 1680, who 
married Lawrence Taliaferro.

This family is oneeof the most prominent and oldest in 
Virgin@a and originally settled in Gloucester County. The 
first of the line in the County was William Thornton, vho 
is thought to have been a native of Yorkshire, England. 
About the earlisst mention of him was on May 1 Teas, when 
"William Thornton obliged himself by a paper recorded in 
York County (including Gloucester) to care for the cattle of 
a certain John Liptrot until the latter came of age. 

On Feb, 16, 1665/66, William Thornton received a grant of 
164 acres of land in Petswopth Parish, Gloucester County, 

In the Hsses County Records there is 4 power of attorney, 
dated Sept, 1673, from William Thornton of Gloucester to 
James Kay of Rappahannocky------- etc, 

William Thornton resided in Stefford County in 1708. The 
name of his wife is not know, but he had issue, /illiam 
Francis and Rowland.
